A trip through the plant Is a reva- 


latfon. Few residents of this section 
know what the "tVest Penn is doing. 
On the outside there Is little indica- 
tion that a million, dollars' worth of 
equipment has been added. There Is 
one brick addition but it fits so well 
with the vest of the plant that it is 
hardly noticeable. Jt is inside where 
the big things are. Even the minds 
of those not technically inclined or 
trained are able to appreciate the en- 
ormity 
oC the mechanical additions 


there. And it takes no expert to re- 
alize the efficiency of tho bis roa- 
c nines. 


There are 32 boilers In the old plant 


and three are being added. 
These, 


however, are of such size that they 
increase the capacity 
of 
the 
boiler 


room just 50 per cent. 


Coal for the boilers is unloaded la 


a pit at one end of the boiler house. 
It is conveyed by elevators 
to 
a 


crusher which pulverizes it for tho 
stokers. Another elevator system car- 
ries the crushed coal to the top of 
the building and deposits It into a 
bunker extending the entire length 
of the structure. This will hold 4,000 
tons or supply sufficient to Ceecl the 
boilers for seven days. From the bun- 
ker the coat ia fed to the automatic 
stokers which feed the Gres. 


The new boiler room Is distinct 


from the old one. It contains three 
of the most tnoderu boilers and three 
stacks. One of the boilers was fired 
on March 2S, another has been test- 
ed and Is being bricked in, and the 
third will be ready very soon. This 
boiler room has a smalI travelLng 
coal crusher which travels the length 
of three boilers. From this the coal IB 
hoisted into bunkers by a big crane.
